W ash in g to n, May 3.—The circulars 
which were mailed to the troops at Ma­ 
nila criticising the Philippine policy of 
the government and advising volunteers 
whose term of service is about to expire 
not to re enlist were discussed at a 
cabinet meeting.

W a sh in g t o n , May 3.—Tho circulars 
which were mailed to the troops at Ma­ 
nila criticising the Philippine policy of 
the government aud advising volunteers 
whose term of service is a1 >out to expire 
not to re-enlist were discussed at a 
cabinet meeting. A member of the cabi­ 
net, i i speaking of the m atter, said that 
Mr. Edward Atkinson of Boston, who 
was believed to have been largely in ­ 
strum ental in the preparation aud send­ 
ing out of these circulars, was unques­ 
tionably guilty of assisting an insur­ 
rection against the authority of the 
United States and was subject to a term 
of imprisonment or a heavy fine or 
both. 
The postmaster general stated at the 
cabinet meeting that he had ordered 
the circulars stopped at San Francisco. 
Members of the adm inistration regard 
Mr. Atkinson’s alleged action as sedi­ 
tious and disgraceful, and it is not im ­ 
probable that, if repeated, prompt and 
energetic action will be taken. 
The three pamphlets are those which 
have the following titles: “Criminal 
Aggression by Whom?” “ The Cost of a 
National Crime” and “ The Hell of W ar 
and Its Penalties.” These, unless some­ 
thing should develop to necessitate fu r­ 
ther action, may be circulated through 
tho mails within, this country.

circulation is a movement to induce the 
soldiers to disobey orders and in effect 
to embarrass and resist the government 
in whose services they are engaged. 
Their circulation, except in the mails 
for the Philippines, is not interfered 
with. because in being sent to M anila 
they are destined for soldiers fighting 
our battles, but in this country the 
effort to incite to m utiny could have no 
result. Not only are they designed to 
incite to m utiny the American soldiers 
iii these islands, but also to foment and 
encourage insurrection oil the part of 
the Filipinos themselves.” 
“ Such seditious literature as that 
now stopped m ight have an effect on 
the forces we now are dealing with that 
would be incalculably to their advant­ 
age and certainly would tend to stim u­ 
late and strengthen the opposition. The 
law covering the ease is ample. 
W hat 
action might be taken—and the offense 
is of the gravest character—is not to be 
discussed. 
I do not believe there is any 
intention to prosecute Mr. Atkinson as 
the m atter now stands. 
The authority 
to do so, however, is plain.

It was descried by

N. J ., and told Mr. Eddy they had seen 
a bright 
star in the bine sky to the 
northward. 
The kite ex perimenter ex plained to 
his v isitors that what they had seen 
was a kite sustained mirror, which flash­ 
ed sunlight alternately from concav e 
and conv ex surfaces. 
He said he had 
learned that army signaling by kite 
heliograph—ex changing messages be­ 
tween two points inv isible each from 
the other—is pi'tu ticable at certain an­ 
gles of the sun, becau.^e the flashing can 
be made intermittent. 
By pulling a 
special string running up from the earth 
he could render the flashes inv isible ex ­ 
cept from his own point of v iew, throw­ 
ing them straight down and to the 
earth. 
When the string is loosed, the 
mirror returns to its flashing angle. 
The star mirror is 20 by 28 inches. 
The lifting force was fiv e kites sev en 
feet in diameter.—New York Times.

EDDY'S KITE HELIOGRAPH. 


M a k es A rm y S lirn a lln ff P o s s ib le B e ­ 
t w e e n M u tu a lly I n v is ib le P o in ts . 
William A. Eddy’s “ daylight kite 
star” was seen the other day by persons 
in Staten Island. 
It was descried by 
two bicylists on the Richmond* road. 
who, seeing many kites aloft, crossed 
by the Bergen Point ferry at Bayonne, 
N. J., and told Mr. Eddy they had seen 
a bright star in the bine sky to the 
northward. 
The kite experimenter explained to 
his visitors that what they had seen 
was a kite sustained mirror, which flash­ 
ed sunlight alternately from concave 
and convex surfaces. 
He said he had 
learned that army signaling by kite 
heliograph—exchanging messages be­ 
tween two points invisible each from 
the other—is practicable at certain an­ 
gles of the sun, because the flashing can 
be made intermittent. 
By pulling a 
special string running up from the earth 
he could render the flashes invisible ex­ 
cept from his own point of view, throw­ 
ing them straight down and to the 
earth. 
When the string is loosed, the 
mirror returns to its flashing angle. 
The star mirror is 20 by 28 inches. 
The lifting force was five kites seven 
feet in diameter.—New York Times.

The cries of the men attracted 
those on the towboat, and as he was 
about to go under he was polled out.

The Spaniards in Cuba accept 
the pro po sed unio n between themselves 
and the Cabans, which, by the way , 
w a s pro po sed by the Spaniards befo re 
Go mez ever to o k the m atter up, with 
the ho pe o f fo rgetting past disco rds and 
o f fo rwarding by this nnio n the reco n- 
strnctio n o f the island. Bnt they do no t 
accept this plan with the idea o f effect­ 
ing the terminatio n o f the American 
m ilitary o ccupatio n o f the island, and 
this simply because we kno w that w ith­ 
o ut this military o ccupatio n o f Cnba 
there wo uld be pro tectio n fro m no o ne, 
and much less fo r Spaniards. 
“ As fo r the ultim ate establishment 
o f a Cuban independent go vernment, 
the Spaniards wish this were po ssible; 
but. as a m atter o f fact, they fear it 
mo re than they desire it. The Spaniards 
in Cuba care mo re fo r the Cubans, who 
are their bro thers, than they do fo r the 
Americans, who until y esterday were 
their enemies, and who have just van­ 
quished them in the Antilles and in the 
Philippines. But the Cubans detest the 
SpaniardM, while y o u Americans respect 
them. Co nsequently , as between Cuban 
independence and the annexatio n o f 
this island to the United States, y o u 
wo nld find every Spaniard in Cuba un- 
jheaitatingly vo ting fo r annexatio n. 
I 
•assure y o u that the majo rity o f Span­ 
iards in Cuba to day wo uld withdraw 
fro m the island as so o n as the United 
States anno unced its intentio n o f leav­ 
ing Cuba free and independent. 
“ 1 believe the mo st impo rtant thing 
to r the American autho rities in Cuba to 
do is to tranquillize the co untry so men 
may return to wo rk their farms. 
Fo r 
this purpo se the best thing wo uld be 
the fo rmatio n o f a rural guard, co m­ 
po sed o f Cuban, Spanish and American 
« o ldiers, and o fficered in every case by 
Americans, a guard that wo uld fill the 
place o f the fo rmer Spanish guardia 
civil. Further than this tranquillity and 
peace in the co untry , the island needs 
credit, and to establish this the Amer­ 
ican autho rities at Washingto n sho uld 
po sitively decline to extend the Illegal 
-decree o f Wey ler which pro hibited and 
;still pro hibits credito rs in Cuba fro m 
using the co urts to settle their claims. 
A* lo ng as this decree exists neither 
fo reign no r lo cal capital can o r will be 
used in the reco nstrnctio n o f the co un­ 
try . No man will lo an mo ney , no m at­ 
ter bo w go o d the security , if the co urts 
canno t be used to sustain his just claim 
in case o f defaulted pay m ent 
“ Furthermo re, to render co nfidence 
universal and to lift the co nntry as rap­ 
idly as po ssible fro m the pro strating ef­ 
fects o f three y ears o f war, the United 
States sho uld, inasmuch as it will no t 
tio day state what is to be the ultimate 
and definite go vernment o f Cnba, de­ 
clare that the study o f Cuban men and 
Cuban affairs made by it during these 
first three mo nths o f its military o ccu­ 
patio n o f the island has co nvinced it that 
in o rder to fulfill its o bligatio n to estab­ 
lish in Cuba a firm and stable go vern­ 
m ent an extended o ccupatio n is needed. 
Let it fix upo n a determined number o f 
y ears, be it 6. 10 o r 20, and state that 
.iuring these y ears the military o ccnpa- 
jfcion will no t cease; that during this 
perio d the island shall be go verned by 
pro visio nal laws, which laws sho uld im­ 
mediately be fo rmulated and put into 
executio n in o rder to put an end to the 


present co nrusio n existing m an nrancn- 
ea o f the public service, and especially 
in the co urts o f justice. 
“ Such declaratio n and actio n wo uld 
give us all co nfidence in the future. 
Capital—and there is much o f it in 
Cuba -w o uld co me o ut o f stro ng bo xes 
and find ready channels to business and 
agricultural impro vement. 
Then this 
island, instead o f needing the charity o f 
the United Htates, as she do es to day , 
wo uld so o n return to be what she was 
under Spain—that is, an empo rium o f 
wealth, where fo rtunes were made rap­ 
idly and where heggery was unkno wn.” 
—New Yo rk Times.________

At 
Sierra Leo ne is the cream fruit tree, the 
fruit o f which is quite agreeable in 
taste. 
At Table Bay . near the Cape o f Go o d 
Ho pe, is a small tree the berries o f 
which make excellent candles. It is also 
fo und in the Azo res. The vegetable tal­ 
lo w tree also gro ws in Sumatra, in Al­ 
geria and in China. 
In the island o f 
Chusan large quantities o f o il and tal­ 
lo w are extracted fro m its fruit, which 
is gathered in No vember o r December, 
when the tree has lo st all its leaves. 
The hark o f a tree in China pro duces a 
beautiful so ap. 
Trees o f the sapindus 
o r so ap berry o rder also gro w in the 
no rth o f Africa. 
They are amazingly 
luo lific, and their fruit co ntains abo ut

AMERICA’S SUY IN CUBA 


Spaniards Think an Extended 
Military Occupation Is Needed. 


OEDER OTHERWISE IMPOSSIBLE. 


D irector of th e O ldest E stab lish ed 
N ew spaper In < nba Say* th e Span­ 
ia r d s 
F avor 
A nnexation

Nicolas Rivera of Havana, director 
o f the Diario de la Marina, the oldest 
established newspaper in Caba and the 
most 
influential 
journal circulating 
among the Spanish residents, expresses 
the opinion that American military oc­ 
cupation of the island for a number of 
years to come is necessary to aecure 
protection for life and property. He 
«aya that as between the independence 
c f the Cubans and annexation of the 
country to the United States the resi­ 
dent Spanish would unanimously prefer 
annexation. 
“ The Spanish elem ent,” said Mr. 
Rivera the other day, “ consists of Span­ 
iards who emigrated to Cuba from Spain 
and of the families they have here 
created. 
In numbers they amount to 
about 800,000, or one-third the total 
population of Cuba, which is today not 
more than 1,000,000. 
Their wealth 
amounts to more than two-thirds of the 
total wealth of the island, for almost 
all the commerce is in their hands, as 
w ell as a large proportion of the inanu 
factures and much of the agriculture 
Furthermore, the farms held by Cubans 
are almost every one mortgaged tc 
Spaniards or other foreigners. 
“ Since the evacuation of the Span 
lards our treatment in the larger towns 
bas been bearable, and for this we have 
to thank the presence of the American 
troops and authorities. 
But in the 
smaller villages of the interior, where 
the moral and material influence of the 
United States is not yet felt, we have 
been persecuted upon more than one 
occasion. The Spaniards in Cuba accepn 
the proposed union between themselves 
and the Cubans, which, by the way, 
w as proposed by the Spaniards before 
Gomes ever took the matter up, with 
the hope of forgetting past discords and 
o f forwarding by this union the recon­ 
struction of the island. But they do not

The breadfruit tree of Ceylon is very 
remarkable. Its fruit is baked and eaten 
in we eat bread and in equally good and 
nutritious. 
In Barbu tn, South Amer­ 
ica, is a tree which, by piercing the 
trunk, produces milk, with which the 
inhabitants feed their children. 
In the 
interior of Africa is a tree which pro­ 
duces excellent butter. It resembles the 
American oak, and 
its fruit, from 
which the butter is prepared, is not un­ 
like the olive. Park, the great traveler, 
declared that the butter surpassed any 
made in England from cow’s milk. 
At 
Sierra Leone is the cream fruit tree, the 
fruit of which is quite agreeable in 
taste. 
At Table Bay, near the Cape of Good 
Hope, is a small tree the berries of 
which make excellent candles. It is also 
found in the Azores. The vegetable tal­ 
low tree also grows in Sumatra, in Al­ 
geria and in China. 
In the island of 
Cbusan large quantities of oil and tal­ 
low are extracted from its fruit, which 
is gathered in November or December, 
when the tree has lost all its leaves. 
The bark of a tree in China produces a 
beautiful soap. 
Trees of the aapindus 
or soap berry order also grow in the 
north of Africa. 
They are amazingly 
prolific, and their fruit contains about 
38 per cent of saponin.—Ladies’ Home 
Journal. 


R efu sed to T a k e M ore P a y . 
A writer in Ainslee’s Magazine tells 
how Irving M. Scott, the man who built 
the Oregon, once refused a raise in his 
salary. The firm was then building the 
Saginaw for the government. Donahue 
was at the legislature much of the time 
soon after Scott’s arrival, and affairs at 
the works were at sixes and sevens. 
Brodie, the foreman, threatened to leave 
and did leave, and Scott, w ithout au­ 
thority and although only engaged as a 
draftsman, took entire charge and di­ 
rected things for two weeks until Dona­ 
hue’s return. He introduced system in­ 
to the methods and made affairs run 
along so smoothly that Donahue was 
pleased and made him permanent fore­ 
man. 
About this time Donahue offered to 
increase his wages, but Scott thought 
over the m atter and declined. 
“ If I break my year’s contract with 
you,” he said to Donahue, “ I ’ll have to 
take what you give me. I prefer to keep 
my contract, and when i t ’s up you'll 
have to pay me what I ’m w orth.” 
Donahue looked aghast “ You’re the 
first m an,” he said, “ that I’ve ever 
known to refuse a raise of pay. ” 
Results justified Scott’s foresight. At 
the end of the year he was re-engaged 
and was paid just four times what Don­ 
ahue had offered him..

conntry from M anila to Laguna Bahia, 
the large lake ten miles inland, and 
tomiuanding the lake itself. 
The net 
refciilt, b esides the ab ove, has b een the 
capture of ab out 500 prisoners, m any 
castes, large q uantities of provisions 
and supplies, the destruction of consid­ 
erab le food suppdies not availab le for 
the army , the gathering in b y the men 
(if thousands of chickens and ducks and 
uiauy small pigs and goats, the b urn- 
itg of many houses, including a part of 
Pasig, and the killing and wounding of 
an indefinite num b er of A guinaldo’s 
F.oldiers, mounting into the hundreds, 
and all this with the loss of 4 of our 
ujen killed and ab out 20 wounded. 
This di'^parity in the casualties is ac­ 
counted for b y the difference in the 
marksmanship of 
the 
two 
armies. 
Nearly every American soldier is a fair 
shot with a rifle and is w illing to ex­ 
pose himself enough to take careful aim 
when he shoots, while the natives are 
extremely poor shots and stick so close­ 
ly to cover that their b ullets fly wild 
and high. 
An example of this was the 
fight of two companies of the Oregon 
regiment against ab out an eqnal force 
of the enemy y esterday . 
The natives 
were b ehind a good earthw ork along 
the east b ank of the San M ateo river, a 
mile in the rear of Pasig, while the 
Oregons advanced along a flat on the 
opposite side of the river, unaw are of 
the presence of the enemy . They were 
moving piarallel w ith the intrench- 
menta, at a distance of 200 y ards in 
column of twos, when they were sur­ 
prised with a volley of Mauser and 
Remington b ullets, every one of which 
went over their heads. 
They dropped 
to the ground imm ediately , faced the 
enemy and opened fire b y volley s. 
In 
the face of this fire the insurgents did 
not dare raise their heads far enough 
ab ove their earthw’orks to make their 
ehooiiijg effective. Then the troops were 
moved to a more advantageous ¡wsition 
across a little b luff and deploy ed b e- 
b ind a b amb oo fence that lined the road 
on the river b ank, and during this 
movement the natives fired volley after 
volley without hitting a single man. 
When the new position was occupied, 
*0 men having b een detailed as sharp­ 
shooters to take up advantageous posi­ 
tions, one company resumed volley fir­ 
ing, and the other fired at will, the 
sharpshooters doing good work on all of 
the enemy who exposed themselves. 
The insurgents were constantly re-en- 
forced b y the Filipinos driven out of 
the city , where the T w entieth infantry 
"as pushing them from b ouse to house 
aad street to street. The trenches were 
constructed w ith protected entrances 
that these re-enforcements conld enter 
them without exposure.

m orning of the 13th the advance b egan 
and there was no rest until darkness set 
in again. 
The plan of attack was for the line 
to advance to the southeast, in echelon 
to Its front, the right first, until it had 
reached a point where a turning move­ 
ment to the left would b ring the right 
resting cm the Laguna and the whole 
line fronting on the Pasig river. 
The 
line was composed, from right to left, 
of the Twenty -second, Twentieth. Ore­ 
gon and W ashington, the latter b eing 
the pivot. 
The cavalry scouted to tiie 
right, and the artillery remained with 
the left, facing the strong position of 
the enemy at Guadalupe chun h, which 
the W iishingtons were to assault when 
the flank had b een turned b v the right 
of our line. 
Off to the right Krags of 
the Twenty -second .‘» oon b egan j'oppiing 
and a little later the Tw entieth got to 
work. 
The artillery then b egan firing 
np)on Guadalupe, having advanced one 
gun tc a commanding b ut extremely 
exposed knoll, supported b y one com­ 
pany of the W ashingtons, and followed 
b y the Oregons, deploy ed in extended 
order as skirmishers. 
As 
movement continued 
it 
Tw entieth on the flank of 
at Guadalupe, and there 
the hottest. 
In the meantime oneof the river gun­ 
b oats was attacking our position on tlie 
left flank. When the tim e caiije for the 
W ashingtons to advance, the enemy had 
b een flanked out and was in full re­ 
treat. 
The Twenty -second had not ad­ 
vanced as far to the front when the turn 
b egan, and, as a result, the Oregons and 
W ashingtons w’ere crowded down b y 
the Tw entieth so that they cculd not 
advanpe, and w^ere therefore compelled 
to rem ain under fire w ithout taking 
active part in the firing. 
W hen the lines reached the high 
ground overlooking the Pasig, the ene­ 
my were found strongly intrenched on 
the island on which Pasig is situated 
and in the city itself, and also in force 
in the woods across the river. 
They 
had one gun posted in a strong earth­ 
work at the b end of the river, com­ 
m anding the approach along the river 
road, b ut one of the guns of the Sixth 
w’as run up the road to a good position 
and knocked it out w ith its third shot. 
It took two hours of fighting to clear 
out the enemy from the woods so as to 
open the road to travel and to silence 
the fire at Pasig. 
The b rigade then w ent into camp 
near the road. 
Early in the morning, 
when the Oregons and a part of the 
Tw’enty -second, w ith the wagon train 
and artillery , came out upon the road 
to b egin the march, they were fired 
upon along the flank of the column b y 
ab out 100 natives, who had stolen b ack 
into the woods on the opposite side of 
the river. 
The b ullets rained in like 
hail, and, jam med up as our men w^ere, 
and in no position to reply , the attack 
created m om entary confusion, b ut all 
lay dow’u cr sought cover, while a b at­ 
talion of the Tw entieth from the high 
ground ab ove and some of the Oregons 
on the left made it so warm for the a t­ 
tacking party that in 15 m inntes they 
were driven out. 
It was marvelous that a great many 
of our men were not killed, y et not even 
a w ater b uffalo was hit. 
Three com­ 
panies of the Oregons were then sta­ 
tioned on the b luff overlooking the river 
and w ithin 1,800 y ards of Pasig, to pro­ 
tect the road, and the column moved 
on. All day the road was under the fire 
of 
sharpshooters from the intrench- 
m ents and the church tow'er at Pasig, 
kept down to a m inim um b y the fire of 
the troops on the hill, who were under 
fire all day and had one man severely 
wounded. 
The work of the second day was done 
b y the Twenty -second and the cavalry 
on the extrem e right, the latter having 
fonr men b adly wounded. 
They cap­ 
tured Taguig, which was fired b y the 
natives b efore leaving, and advanced 
their lines to the Laguna. In the after­ 
noon the W ashingtons captured Pateros. 
after a b rilliant charge on a strong in- 
trenchraent, thus opening a crossing of 
the river to Pasig. Ab out tb « same time 
tw’o companies of the Oregons crossed 
the river w’est of Pasig and advanced 
along the San Mateo river to develop 
the position of the enemy across that 
stream and to drive out those still in 
the hills opposite the lines. 
This they 
accomplished after a hot fight. 
On the morning of the 15th the a t­ 
tack on Pasig b egan. 
The two compa 
nies of the Oregons on the b luff covered 
the city with volley .s to protect the ad­ 
vance of the troojAS, while two more 
crossed, as on the previous day , to get 
on the flank and rear of the city on the 
opposite side of the San Mateo, where 
they had the fight previously describ ed. 
The W ashingtons swung around to the 
right of the city , and the Twentieth 
was ferried across the Pasig to the first 
island, the city standing on two islands, 
b eing divided b y a creek cro.s.sed b y a 
single stone b ridge. 
This crossing was 
covered b y the Oregons, who poured 
volley after volley into the intrench- 
mentfl and the churchy ard, where the 
insurgents were 
stationed 
b ehind a 
stone 
fence. 
Although armed with 
Springfields, and the distance was 1,^66 
y ards, the fire was so accurate that the 
natives were compelled to hug their 
defenses, and the crossing and deploy ­ 
m ent of 
the Tw entieth were made

lantly into the city , and for an hour 
was b eard the steady rattle of musketry 
as the insurgents were forced from 
house to house and b arricade to b arri 
cade. By 4 o’clock in the afternoon the 
city was taken and the whole delta b e­ 
tween it and the Laguna was cleared 
insurgents. 
The W ashingtons on the 
extreme right cleared out that district 
completely and sent in 375 prisoners. 
The captured 
men were unarmed 
when taken, b ut some of them w< re 
seen to throw arms into the water, and 
this is known to b e their practice. It is 
their custom when hard pressed to 
secrete their arms in various way s and 
on a jiinch to throw them into the riv­ 
ers. creeks and sloughs that ab ound in 
this region. 
There they wave a little 
white flag and claim to b e “ am igos.” 
This is the reason why so few arms 
have b een captured. 
As to the arm s of 
those killed in b attle, they are all car­ 
ried away b y those who escape.

it Pa;-ig, Philippine Islands, writing 
ucder date of March 16 about the cap- 
tnre of the city, says: Yesterday Gen­ 
eral Wheaton’s flying brigade captured 
pt^jg, after a desperate resistance by 
the insurgents and completed the first 
tack allotted to it, that of cutting the 
rebel forces in two, opening up the 
country from Manila to Laguna Bahia, 
the large lake ten miles inland, and 
commanding the lake itself. 
The net 
result, besides the above, has been the 
capture of about 500 prisoner*, many 
casco?, large quantities of 
provisions 
and supplies, the destruction of consid­ 
erable food supplies not available for 
the army, the gathering in by the men 
of thousands of chickens and ducks and 
many small pigs and goats, the burn- 
iLg of many houses, including a part of 
Pasig, and the killing and wounding of 
an indefinite number of Aguinaldo^ 
soldiers, mounting into the hundreds, 
and all this with the loss of 4 of our 
men killed and about 20 wounded. 
This disparity in the casualties is ac­ 
counted for by the difference in the 
marksmanship of 
the 
two 
armies. 
Nearly every American soldier is a fair 
shot with a rifle and is willing to ex­ 
pose himself enough to take careful aim 
when he shoots, while the natives are 
extremely poor shots and stick so close­ 
ly to cover that their bullets fly wild 
and high. 
An example of this was the 
fight of two companies of the Oregon 
regiment against about an equal force 
of the enemy yesterday. 
The natives 
were behind a good earthwork along 
the east bank of the San Mateo river, a 
mile in the rear of Pasig, while the 
Oregons advanced along a flat on the 
opposite side of the river, unaware of 
the presence of the enemy. They were 
moving parallel with 
the intrench- 
ments, at a distance of 200 yards in 
column of twos, when they were sur­ 
prised with a volley of Mauser and 
Remington bullets, every one of which 
went over their heads. 
They dropped 
to the ground immediately, faced the 
enemy and opened fire by volleys. 
In 
the face of this fire the insurgents did 
not dare raise their heads far enough 
above their earthworks to make their 
shooting effective. Then the troops were 
moved to a more advantageous position 
across a little bluff and deployed be­ 
hind a bamboo fence that lined the road 
on the river bank, and during this 
movement the natives fired volley after 
volley without hitting a single man. 
When the new position was occupied, 
men having been detailed as sharp­ 
shooters to take up advantageous posi­ 
tions, one company resumed volley fir­ 
ing, and the other fired at will, the 
sharpshooters doing good work on all of 
the enemy who exposed themselves. 
The insurgents were constantly re-en­ 
forced by the Filipinos driven out of 
the city, where the Twentieth infantry 
"as pushing them from house to house 
and street to street. The trenches were 
so constr acted with protected entrances 
that these re-enforcements could enter 
hem without exposure. 
Finally one 
‘tmpany secured a somewhat flanking 
position on high ground, and in a few 
minutes they heard the order, “ Vomoos, 
Hinoos, ” on the other side of the river, 
the natives hastily retired, after 
aving held their works for two hours 


e/fkn0e,Wa8 seciired» and a squad cross­ 
tie river, finding 88 dead and two 
^uded lying in the trench. 'Not a 
asnalty occurred among the American 
P8> although they were under a 
ea y rain of bullets all this time and 
Poetically without cover. 
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the past inontti ny trie Laiiturniaus, 
Washingtons and Sixth artillery, the 
cavalry already being in position on 
the extreme right 
At daylight on the 
morning of the 13th the advance began, 
and there was no rest until darkness set 
in again. 
The plan of attack was for the line 
to advance to the southeast, in echelon 
to its front, the right first, until it had 
reached a point where a turning move­ 
ment to the left would bring the right 
resting on the Laguna and the whole 
line fronting on the Pasig river. 
The 
line was composed, from right to left. 
of the Twenty-second, Twentieth. Ore­ 
gon and Washington, the latter being 
the pivot. 
The cavalry scouted to the 
right, and the artillery remained with 
the left, facing the strong position of 
the enemy at Guadalupe church, which 
the Washingtons were to assault when 
the flank had been turned bv the right 
of our line. 
Off to the right Krags of 
the Twenty-second soon began popping 
and a little later the Twentieth got to 
work. 
The artillery then began firing 
upon Guadalupe, having advanced one 
gun to a commanding but extremely 
exposed knoll, supported by one com­ 
pany of the Washingtons, and followed 
by the Oregons, deployed in extended 
order as skirmishers. 
As the turning 
movement continued 
it brought the 
Twentieth on the flank of the position 
at Guadalupe, and there the fire was 
the hottest. 
In the meantime one of the river gun­ 
boats was attacking our position on the 
left flank. When the time came for the 
Washingtons to advance, the enemy had 
been flanked out and was in full re­ 
treat. 
The Twenty-second had not ad­ 
vanced as far to the front when the turn 
began, and, as a result, the Oregons and 
Washingtons were crowded down by 
the Twentieth so that they could not 
advanpe, and were therefore compelled 
to remain under fire without taking 
active part in the firing. 
When the lines reached the high 
ground overlooking the Pasig, the ene­ 
my were found strongly intrenched on 
the island on which Pasig is situated 
and in the city itself, and also in force 
in the woods across the river. 
They 
had one gun posted in a strong earth 
work at the bend of the river, com­ 
manding the approach along the river 
road, but one of the gone of the Sixth 
was run up the road to a good position 
and knocked it out with its third shot. 
It took two hours of fighting to clear 
out the enemy from the woods so as to 
open the road to travel and to silence 
the fire at Pasig. 
The brigade then went into camp 
near the road. 
Early in the morning, 
when the Oregons and a part of the 
Twenty-second, with the wagon train 
and artillery, came out upon the road 
to begin the march, they were fired 
upon along the dank of the column by 
about IOO natives, who had stolen back 
into the woods on the opposite side of 
the river. 
The bullets rained in like 
hail, and, jammed up as our men were, 
and in no position to reply, the attack 
created momentary confusion, but all 
lay down or sought cover, while a bat­ 
talion of the Twentieth from the high 
ground above and some of the Oregons 
on the left made it so warm for the at­ 
tacking party that in 15 minutes they 
were driven out. 
It was marvelous that a great many 
of our men were not killed, yet not even 
a water buffalo was h it 
Three com­ 
panies of the Oregons were then sta­ 
tioned on the bluff overlooking the river 
and within 1,800 yards of Pasig, to pro­ 
tect the road, and the column moved 
on. All day the road was under the fire 
of 
sharpshooters from the intrench- 
ments and the church tower at Pasig, 
kept down to a minimum by the fire of 
the troops on the hill, who were under 
fire all day and had one man severely 
wounded. 
The work of the second day was done 
by the Twenty-second and the cavalry 
on the extreme right, the latter having 
four men badly wounded. 
They cap­ 
tured Taguig, which was fired by the 
natives before leaving, and advanced 
their lines to the Laguna. In the after­ 
noon the Washingtons captured Pateros, 
after a brilliant charge on a strong in- 
trenchraent, thus opening a crossing of 
the river to Pasig. About th0 same time 
two companies of the Oregons crossed 
the river west of Pasig and advanced 
along the San Mateo river to develop 
the position of the enemy across that 
stream and to drive out those still in 
the hills opposite the lines. 
This they 
accomplished after a hot fight. 
On the morning of the 15th the at­ 
tack on Pasig began. 
The two compa 
Dies of the Oregons on the bluff covered 
the city with volleys to protect the ad­ 
vance of the troops, while two more 
crossed, as on the previous day, to get 
on the flank and rear of the city on the 
opposite side of the San Mateo, where 
they had the fight previously described. 
The Washingtons swung around to the 
right of the city, and the Twentieth 
was ferried across the Pasig to the first 
island, the city standing on two islands, 
being divided by a creek crossed by a 
single stone bridge. 
This crossing was 
covered by the Oregons, who poared 
volley after volley into the intrench- 
menta and the churchyard, where the 
insurgent* were 
stationed 
behind a 
stone 
fence. 
Although armed with 
Springfields, and the distance was I* boo 
yards, the fire was so accurate that the 
natives were compelled to hug their 
defenses, and the crossing and deploy­ 
ment of 
the Twentieth were made 


without a casualty. 
The Twentieth then advanced gal­ 
lantly into the city, and for an hour 
was heard the steady rattle of musketry 
as the insurgents were forced from 
house to house and barricade to ban i 
cade. By 4 o’clock in the afternoon the 
city was taken and the whole delta be­ 
tween it and the Laguna was cleared of 
insurgents. 
The Washingtons on the 
extreme right cleared out that district 
completely and sent in 375 prisoners. 
The captured 
men were 
unarmed 
when taken, but some of them were 
seen to throw arms into the water, and 
this is known to be their practice. It is 
their custom when 
hard pressed 
to 
secrete their arms in various ways and 
on a pinch to throw them into the riv­ 
ers, creeks and sloughs that abound in 
this region. 
There they wave a little 
white flag and claim to be “ amigos.” 
This is the reason why so few arms 
have been captured. 
As to the arms of 
those killed in battle, they are all car­ 
ried away by those who escape. 
Only 
two guns were foitnd in the trench with 
the 38 bodies by the Oregons. The seri­ 
ous problem here is not to defeat the 
insurgents in battle, but to capture 
their arms, without whica no perma­ 
nent peace can be secured.

property is in the form of real estate, 
which is so tied up that he cannot dis­ 
pose of it, but he at times comes into 
possession of ready cash. 
This was the 
case the other day, when he received 
$2,700. He went at once to the mayor’s 
office at the city hall and asked him to 
take charge of it and expend it for the 
poor of the city. 
The* mayor could not undertake to 
become the trustee, so he turned the 
young man over to the health commis­ 
sioner, who suggested that the money 
be given to the fund for the erection of 
the new city hospital, as being the best 
way to reach the greatest number of 
poor. 
Mr. How was more in favor of 
direct relief to the poor, but promised 
to consider the proposition. 
Mr. How has long been an earnest 
worker among the poor. 
He is an ar­ 
dent social reformer and lives himself 
among the poorer classes, especially 
among the foreigners, whom he endeav­ 
ors to help both morally and physically 
—Special Chicago Inter Ocean.

patdg. after a desperate resistance by 
the insurgents and completed the first 


tack a l l o t t e d to it, that of cutting the 
rebel forces in two. opening up the 
country from Manila to Laguna Bahia, 
the large lake ten miles inland, and 
commanding the lake itself. 
The net 


result, besides the above, has been the 
capture of about 500 prisoner*, many 
caecos, large quantities of provisions 
and supplies, th e destruction of consid­ 


e r a b le food su p p lies not available for 
the army, the gathering in by the men 
of thousands of chickens and ducks and 
many sm all p ig s and goats, the burn­ 
ing of many houses, including a part of 
Pasig, and the k illin g and wounding of 
an indefinite n um ber of Aguinaldo^ 
soldiers, m oun ting into the hundreds, 
and all this w ith the loss of 4 of our 
men killed and about 20 wounded. 
This disparity in the casualties is ac­ 
counted for by the difference in the 
marksmanship of 
the 
two 
armies. 
Nearly every American soldier is a fair 
phot with a rifle and is willing to ex­ 
pose himself enough to take careful aim 
when he shoots, while the natives are 
extremely poor shots and stick so close­ 
ly to cover that their bullets fly wild 
and high. An example of this was the 
fight of two companies of the Oregon 
regiment against about an equal force 
of the enemy yesterday. 
The natives 
were behind a good earthwork along 
the east bank of the San Mateo river, a 
mile in the rear of Pasig, while the 
Oregon* advanced along a flat on the 
opposite side of the river, unaware of 
the presence of the enemy. They were 
moving parallel with the intrench- 
rneuts, at a distance of 200 yards in 
column of twos, when they were sur­ 
prised w ith a volley of Mauser and 
Remington bullets, every one of which 
went over their heads. 
They dropped 
to the ground immediately, faced the 
enemy and opened fire by volleys. 
In 
the face of th is fire the insurgents did 
nut dare raise their heads far enough 
above their earthworks to make their 
shooting effectiv e Then the troops were 
moved to a more advantageous position 
across a little bluff and deployed be­ 
hind a bamboo fence that lined the road 
on the river bank, and during this 
movement the natives fired volley after 
volley w ithout hitting a single man. 
When the new position was occupied, 
20 men having been detailed as sharp­ 
shooters to take up advantageous posi­ 
tions, one company resumed volley fir­ 
ing, and the other fired at will, the 
sharpshooters doing good work on all of 
the enemy who exposed themselves. 
The insurgents were constantly re-en­ 
forced by the Filipinos driven out of 
the city, where the Twentieth infantry 
"as pushing them from house to house 
and street to street. The trenches were 
so constructed with protected entrances 
that these re-enforcements could enter 
them w ithout exposure. 
Finally one 
umpany secured a somewhat flanking 
position on h igh ground, and in a few 
minutes they heard the order, “ Vomoos, 
vomoos,” on th e other side of the river, 
rtml the n atives hastily retired, after 
aving held their works for two hours,

cavalry already being in position on 
the extreme right 
At daylight on the 
morning of the lfith the advance began, 
and there was no rest until darkness set 
in again. 
The plan of attack was for the line 
to advance to the southeast, in echelon 
to its front, the right first, until it had 
reached a point where a turning move­ 
ment to the left would bring the right 
resting on the Laguna and the whole 
line fronting on the Pasig river. 
The 
line was composed, from right to left. 
of the Twenty-second, Twentieth. Ore­ 
gon and Washington, the latter being 
the pivot. 
The cavalry scouted to the 
right, and the artillery remained with 
the left, facing the strong position of 
the enemy at Guadalupe church, which 
the Washingtons were to assault when 
the flank had been turned by the right 
of our line. 
Off to the right Krags of 
the Twenty-second soon began popping 
and a little later the Twentieth got to 
work. 
The artillery then began firing 
upon Guadalupe, having advanced one 
gun to a commanding but extremely 
exposed knoll, supported by one com­ 
pany of the Washingtons, and followed 
by the Oregons, deployed in extended 
order as skirmishers. 
As the turning 
movement continued 
it brought the 
Twentieth on the flank of the position 
at Guadalupe, and there the fire was 
the hottest. 
In the meantime one of the river gun­ 
boats was attacking our position on the 
left flank. When the time came for the 
Washingtons toadvance, the enemy had 
been flanked out and was in full re­ 
treat. 
The Twenty-second had not ad­ 
vanced as far to the front when the turn 
began, and, as a result, the Oregons and 
Washingtons were crowded down by 
the Twentieth so that they could not 
advanpe, and were therefore compelled 
to remain under fire without taking 
active part in the firing. 
When the lines reached the high 
ground overlooking the Pasig, the ene­ 
my were found strongly intrenched on 
the island on which Pasig is situated 
and in the city itself, and also in force 
in the woods across the river. 
They 
had one gun posted in a strong earth 
work at the bend of the river, com­ 
manding the approach along the river 
road, but one of the guns of the Sixth 
was run up the road to a good position 
and knocked it out with its third shot. 
It took two hours of fighting to clear 
out the enemy from the woods so as to 
open the road to travel and to silence 
the fire at Pasig. 
The brigade then went into camp 
near the road. 
Early in the morning, 
when the Oregons and a part of the 
Twenty-second, with the wagon train 
and artillery, came out upon the road 
to begin the march, they were fired 
upon along the flank of the column by 
about IOU natives, who had stolen back 
into the woods on the opposite side of 
the river. 
The bullets rained in like 
hail, and, jammed up as our men were, 
and in no position to reply, the attack 
created momentary confusion, but all 
lay down cr sought cover, while a bat­ 
talion of the Twentieth from the high 
ground above and some of the Oregons 
on the left made it so warm for the at­ 
tacking party that in 15 minutes they 
were driven out. 
It was marvelous that a great many 
of our men were not killed, yet not even 
a water buffalo was hit. 
Three com­ 
panies of the Oregons were then sta­ 
tioned on the bluff overlooking the river 
and within 1,800 yards of Pasig, to pro­ 
tect the road, and the column moved 
on. All day the road was under the fire 
of 
sharpshooters from the intrench- 
ments and the church tower at Pasig, 
kept down to a minimum by the fire of 
the troops on the hill, who were under 
fire all day and had one man severely 
wounded. 
The work of the second day was done 
by the Twenty-second and the cavalry 
on the extreme right, the latter having 
four men badly wounded. 
They cap­ 
tured Taguig, which was fired by the 
natives before leaving, and advanced 
their lines to the Laguna. In the after­ 
noon the Washingtons captured Pateros, 
after a brilliant charge on a strong in- 
trenchraent, thus opening a crossing of 
the river to Pasig. About tb° same time 
two companies of the Oregons crossed 
the river west of Pasig and advanced 
along the San Mateo river to develop 
the position of the enemy across that 
stream and to drive out those still in 
the hills opposite the lines. 
This they 
accomplished after a hot fight. 
On the morning of the 15th the at­ 
tack on Pasig began. 
The two compa 
Dies of the Oregons on the bluff covered 
the city with volleys to protect the ad­ 
vance of the troops, while two more 
crossed, as on the previous day, to get 
on the flank and rear of the city on the 
opposite side of the San Mateo, where 
they had the fight previously described. 
The Washingtons swung around to the 
right of the city, and the Twentieth 
was ferried across the Pasig to the first 
island, the city standing on two islands, 
being divided by a creek crossed by a 
single stone bridge. 
This crossing was 
covered by the Oregons, who poured 
volley after volley into the intrench- 
ments and the churchyard, where the 
insurgents were 
stationed behind a 
stone 
fence. 
Although armed with 
Springfield*, and the distance was 1**00 
yards, the fire was so accurate that the 
natives were compelled to hug their 
defenses, and the crossing and deploy­ 
ment of 
the Twentieth were made 


without a casualty. 
The Twentieth then advanced gal­ 
lantly into the city, and for an hour 
was heard the steady rattle of musketry 
as the insurgents were forced from 
house to house and barricade to ban i 
cade. By 4 o’clock in the afternoon the 
city was taken and the whole delta be­ 
tween it and the Laguna was cleared <>f 
insurgents. 
The Washingtons on the 
extreme right cleared out that district 
completely and sent in 375 prisoners. 
The captured 
men were unarmed 
when taken, but some of them \v< re 
seen to throw arms into the water, and 
this is known to lie their practice. It is 
their custom when hard pressed to 
secrete their arms in various ways and 
on a pinch to throw them into tile liv ­ 
ers, creeks and sloughs that abound in 
this region. 
There they wave a little 
white flag and claim to be “am igos.” 
This is the reason why so few arms 
have been captured. 
As to the arms of 
those killed in battle, they are all car­ 
ried away by those who escape. 
Only 
two guns were foi*nd in the trench with 
the 38 bodies by the Oregons. The seri­ 
ous problem here is not to defeat the 
insurgents in battle, but to capture 
their arms, without whie'a no penna 
cent peace can be secured.

earth. 
When the string is loosed, the 
mirror returns to its flashing angle. 
The star mirror is 20 by 28 inches. 
The lifting force was five kites seven 
feet in diameter.—New York Times.

For instance, the typhus 
bacillus and the cholera bacillus havw 
both been found to make their wa) 
through un unbroken eggshell in about 
16 hours and locate themselves in tho 
nutrient contents. 
This is a clear indication, therefore, 
that the greatest care should be exer­ 
cised in the storage and handling of 
eggs, since they may thus be made ve­ 
hicles for most deadly poisons. 
Doubt­ 
less the immunity from such evils which 
we enjoy in our use of eggs as food is 
due to the fact that we generally cook 
them in a high temperature before we 
eat them and thus deal death to the 
germs and safety to ourselves.— Good 
Words.

|nre of the city, says: Yesterday G en­ 
ia l Wheaton’s flying brigade captured 
Paeig, after a desperate resistance by 
the insurgents and completed the first 
task allotted to it, th at of cutting the 
rebel forces in two. opening up the 
country from Manila to Laguna Bahia, 
the large lake ten miles inland, and 
commanding the lake itself. 
The net 


result, besides the above, has been the 
capture of about 500 prisoners, many 
caecos, large quantities of provisions 
and supplies, the destruction of consid­ 
erable food supplies not available for 
the army, th e gathering in by the men 
of thousands of chickens and ducks and 
many sm all pigs and goats, the burn­ 
ing of m any houses, including a part of 
Pasig, and the killing and w ounding of 
an indefinite num ber of A guinaldo^ 
soldiers, mounting into the hundreds, 
and all this with the loss of 4 of our 
men killed and about 20 wounded. 
This disparity in the casualties is ac­ 
counted for by the difference in the 
marksmanship of 
the 
two 
armies. 
Nearly every American soldier is a fair 
shot with a rifle and is willing to ex­ 
pose himself enough to take careful aim 
when he shoots, while the natives are 
extremely poor shots and stick so close­ 
ly to cover that their bullets fly wild 
and high. 
An example of this was the 
fight of two companies of the Oregon 
regiment against about an equal force 
of the enemy yesterday. 
The natives 
were behind a good earthwork along 
the east hank of the San Mateo river, a 
mile in the rear of Pasig, while the 
Oregon* advanced along a flat on the 
opposite side of the river, unaw are of 
the presence of the enemy. They were 
moving parallel w ith 
the intrench- 
meuts, at a distance of 200 yards in 
column of twos, when they were sur­ 
prised with a volley of Mauser and 
Remington bullets, every one of which 
went over their heads. 
They dropped 
to the ground immediately, faced the 
enemy and opened fire by volleys. 
In 
the face of this fire the insurgents did 
not dare raise their heads far enough 
above their earthw orks to make their 
shooting effective. Then the troops were 
moved to a more advantageous position 
across a little bluff and deployed be­ 
hind a bamboo fence th at lined the road 
on the river bank, and during this 
movement the natives fired volley after 
volley without h ittin g a single man. 
When the new position was occupied, 
‘0 men having been detailed as sharp­ 
shooters to take up advantageous posi­ 
tions, one company resumed volley tir­ 
ing, and the other fired at will, the 
sharpshooters doing good work on all of 
the euemy who exposed themselves. 
The insurgents were constantly re-en- 
forced by the Filipinos driven out of 
th® city, where the Tw entieth infantry 
was pushing them from house to house 
*nd street to street. The trenches were 
K>constructed with protected entrances 
hat these re-enforcements could enter 
hem without exposure. 
Finally one

The plan of attack was for the line 
to advance to the southeast, in echelon 
to its front, the right first, until it had 
reached a point where a turning move­ 
ment to the left would bring the right 
resting on the Laguna and the whole 
line fronting on the Pasig river.

line was composed, from right to left, 
of the Twenty-second, Twentieth. Ore­ 
gon and VV ashington, tile latter being 
the pivot. 
The cavalry scouted to the 
right, and the artillery remained with 
the left, facing the strong position of 
tile enemy at Guadalupe church, which 
the VV ashingtons were to assault when 
the flank had been turned by the right 
of our line. 
Off to the right Krags of 
the Twenty-second soon began popping 
and a little later the Twentieth got to 
work. 
The artillery then began firing 
upon Guadalupe, having advanced one 
gun tc a commanding but extremely 
exposed knoll, supported by one com­ 
pany of the Washingtons, and followed 
by the Oregons, deployed in extended 
order as skirmishers. 
As 
movement continued 
it 
Twentieth on the flank of 
at Guadalupe, and there 
the hottest. 
In the meantime one of the river gun­ 
boats was attacking our position on the 
left flank. VV hen tile time came for the 
W ashingtons to advance, the enemy had 
been flanked out and was in full re­ 
treat. 
The Twenty-second had not ad­ 
vanced as far to the front when the turn 
began, and, as a result, the Oregons and 
Washingtons were crowded down by 
the Twentieth so that they could not 
advnnpe, and were therefore compelled 
to remain under fire without taking 
active part in the firing. 
When the lines reached the high 
ground overlooking the Pasig, the ene­ 
my were found strongly intrenched on 
the island on which Pasig is situated 
and in the city itself, and also in force 
in the woods across the river. 
They 
had one gun posted in a strong earth 
work at the bend of the river, com­ 
m anding the approach along the river 
road, bot one of the guns of the Sixth 
was run up the road to a good position 
and knocked it out with its third shot. 
It took two hours of fighting to clear 
out the enemy from the woods so as to 
open the road to travel aud to silence 
the fire at Pasig. 
The brigade then went into camp 
near the road. 
Early in the morning, 
when the Oregons and a part of the 
Twenty-second, w ith the wagon train 
and artillery, came out upon the road 
to begin the march, they were fired 
upon along the flank of the column by 
about IOU natives, who had stolen back 
into the woods on the opposite side of 
the river. 
The bullets rained in like 
hail, and, jammed up as our men were, 
and in no position to reply, the attack 
created momentary confusion, but a1 
lay down cr sought cover, while a bat­ 
talion of the Twentieth from the high 
ground above and some of the Oregons 
on the left made it so warm for the at 
tacking party that in 15 minutes they 
were driven out. 
It was marvelous that a great many 
of our men were not killed, yet not even 
a water buffalo was h it 
Three com 
panies of the Oregons were then sta­ 
tioned on the bluff overlooking the river 
and within 1,800 yards of Pasig, to pro­ 
tect the road, and tbs column moved 
on. All day the road was under the fire 
of 
sharpshooters from the intreneh- 
meuts and the church tower at Pasig, 
kept down to a minimum by the fire of 
the troops on the hill, who were under 
fire all day and had one man severely 
wounded. 
The work of the second day was done 
by the Twenty-second and the cavalry 
on the extreme right, the latter having 
four men badly wounded. 
They cap­ 
tured Taguig, which was fired by the 
natives before leaving, and advanced 
their lines to the Laguna. In the after­ 
noon the Washingtons captured Pateros, 
after a brilliant charge on a strong in- 
trenchiuent, thus opening a crossing of 
the river to Pasig. About tim same time 
two companies of the Oregons crossed 
the river west of Pasig and advanced 
along the San Mateo river to develop 
the position of the enemy across that 
stream and to drive out those still in 
the hills opposite the lines. 
This they 
accomplished after a hot fight. 
On the morning of the 15th the a t­ 
tack on Pasig began. 
The two Com pa 
Dies of the Oregons on the bluff covered 
the city with volleys to protect the ad­ 
vance of the troops, while two more 
crossed, as on the previous day, to get 
on the flank aud rear of the city on the 
opposite side of the San Mateo, where 
they had the fight previously described. 
The Washingtons swung around to the 
right of the city, and the Twentieth 
was ferried across the Pasig to the first 
island, the city standing on two islands, 
being divided by a creek crossed by a 
single stone bridge. 
This crossing was 
covered by the Oregons, who poured 
volley after volley into the intrench- 
ments and the churchyard, where the 
insurgents were 
stationed 
behind a 
stone 
fence. 
Although armed wit ii 
Springfield*, and the distance was L 
yards, the fire was so accurate that the 
natives were compelled to hug their 
defenses, aud the crossing and deploy­ 
ment of 
the Twentieth were mud* 


without a casualty. 
The Twentieth then advanced gal­ 
lantly into the city, and for an hour 
was beard the steady rattle of mnsketrv 
as the insurgents were forced from 
house to house and barricade to bani 
cade. By 4 o’clock in the afternoon the 
city was taken and the whole delta be­ 
tween it and the Laguna was cleared of 
insurgents. 
The Washingtons on the 
extreme right cleared out that district 
completely and sent in 375 prisoners. 
The captured 
men were 
unarmed 
when taken, but some of them were 
seen to throw arms into the water, and 
this is known to be their practice. It is 
their custom when hard pressed to 
secrete their arms in various ways and 
on a pinch to throw them into the riv­ 
ers. creeks and sloughs that abound in 
this region. 
There they wave a little 
white flag and claim to be “ amigos. 
This is the reason why so few arms 
have been captured. 
As to the arms of 
those killed in battle, they are all car­ 
ried away by those who escape. 
Only 
two guns were foffnd in the trench with 
the 38 bodies by the Oregons. The seri­ 
ous problem here is not to defeat the 
insurgents in battle, but to capture 
their arms, without whic'a no 
Dent peace can be secured. 
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GIVES HIS ALL TO THE POOR. 


Mr. How Think* He Ha* Mo Right to 
Honey He Hr* Mot hinnied. 
J. Eads How of St. Louis, a nephew 
of the late James B. Eads, the engineer, 
is wealthy in his own right, but be­ 
lieves that he has no right to money not 
earned by his own hands. 
Much of his 
property is in the form of real estate, 
which is so tied up that he cannot dis­ 
pose of it, but he at times comes into 
possession of ready cash. 
This was the 
case the other day, when he received 
$2.700. He went at once to the mayor’s 
office at the city hall and asked him to 
take charge of it and expend it for the 
poor of the city. 
The' mayor could not undertake to 
become the trustee, so he turned the 
young man over to the health commis­ 
sioner, who suggested that the money 
be given to the fund for the erection of 
the new city hospital, as being the best 
way to reach the greatest number of 
poor. 
Mr. How was more in favor of 
direct relief to the poor, but promised 
to consider the proposition. 
Mr. How bas long been an earnest 
worker among the poor. 
He is an ar­ 
dent social reformer and lives himself 
among the poorer classes, especially 
among the foreigners, whom he endeav­ 
ors to help both morally and physically 
—Special Chicago Inter Ocean.
